WORTH IS GIVEN considerable 


freedom to comment on city fi- 
nances. It's an unusual situation, 
perhaps, because ordinarily city 
fathers keep a pretty tight liolil 
on authority and resent outride 
Interference. But Worth breaks 
down city finances into pretty 
simple language and 
provides 


Comparisons that even the most 
Stubborn alderman cannot dis- 
pute. As a citizen, Worth lias a 
personal interest in his local gov- 
ernment and sometimes 
chides 


an alderman 
budget. 


for exceeding his 


WORTH IS A valuable asset to 


his community because he can tap 
sources that give local taxpayers a 
clear picture of what municipal 
expenses should average. For ex- 
Anple, in a recent sum-up, he gave 
the PER CAPITA cost of 
police 


protection in comparison with a 
state-wide average. Streets, for an 
example, cost each Woodstock resi- 
dent $21.72 to maintain and build 
during the past fiscal period. 


WE'VE ALWAYS maintained 
that citizens owe a 
certain 


amount of their particular skill 
and time to their local govern- 


as a public duty. Dixon in 


particularly blessed with legal, 
financial and engineering talent. 
We don't wish to infer that the 
city council is in such a befud- 
dled state that it needs outside 
help. But we do insist that the 
city operating procedures could 
b« clarified so that the taxpayers 
would always have a clear-cut 
picture ot*what Is in store for the 
day* ahead. \

He told the news, radio and tel-

nothing more important than a se- 
cure peace to help solve the na- 
tion's other problems, 
including 


budget deficits, tremendous ex- 
penditures and inflation. 


Eisenhower flew in to New York 


by plane last night after opening 
his campaign for the Republican 
presidential 
nomination with a 


speech and press conference at his 
home town of Abilene, Kan. 


A small but wildly cheering 


crowd of 500 broke through police 
barricades at La Guardia field to 
shake his hand and roar "We Like 
Jke." Another 1,000 cheered him 
later when he came home to Col- 
umbia university, where he is pres- 
ident.on leave. 


Dewey Backs Ike 


Gov. Thomas E. Dewey — who 


claims New York's 96 delegate 
votes for Eisenhower's 
cause — 


made last night's

Steel-Union

WASHINGTON— (AP) — 


Steel industry and union of- 
ficials started a third day of 
White House peace talks to- 
day in an effort to end the 
f ive-day strike of 650,000 CIO 
Steelworkers. . 


Neither Philip Murray, CIO pres- 


dent and top union negotiator, nor 
Adm. Ben. Moreell, chairman of 
Jones and Laughlin steel and top 
industry negotiator, had a word 
for newsmen as the conference 
resumed. 


There was some slight optimism, 


however. The two sides are reliably 
reported really talking business in 
their efforts to settle the six-month 
dispute over union wage and other 
demands. 


The talks shifted to the presi- 


dent's cabinet room in the White 
rlouse. Two previous sessions in 
the current series had been held 
across the street in the old State 
department building. 


Neither side would comment 


after five hours of negotiation yes- 
.erday. There was no official con- 
firmation of reliable reports that 
the steel companies had offered, or 
were about to offer, each of the 
650,000 idled CIO steelworkers a 
package pay raise of 20 cents an 
hour. 


Meanwhile, the government pre- 


pareel to channel all available 
steel'into the manufacture of weap- 
ons if the walkout continues. 


Secretary of Defense Lovett told 


a news conference yesterday that 
in view of the "very grave situa- 
tion," the Defense department is 
asking its weapons contractors to 
shift to non-struck plants for steel 
to turn out certain critical items. 
He did not name the items but said 
such action could take care of only 
a small fraction of Ihe steel needed 
for weapons.

Speculate 011 Russia's Motive 
In Shift of Ambassador in U. S. 


WASHINGTON—(AP)—A surprise change in Soviet ambassadors to 


the United States stirred up speculation today, bul no expressed hopes 
among seasoned diplomats that Russian opposition to major American 
policies might lessen. 


And Moscow put the administra- 


tion on the spot in naming Georgi 
Zarubin, now ambassador to Lon- 
don, as its new envoy here. He is 
the man who was ambassador to 
Canada when a spy ring, centered 
in the Soviet embassy, was dis- 
closed in 1946. The ring allegedly 
stole some atomic secrets, but 
Canadian investigators said Zaru- 
bin was not implicated. 


Veteran Envoy 


The outgoing ambassador is Al- 


exander S. Panyushkin, who has 
headed the Soviet diplomatic force 
here for more than four years. 


Veteran diplomats at the state 


department said there was so little 
evidence to go on that no alteration 
in the Soviet line could be accur- 
ately forcast at this time. None 
expected any slackening of Rus- 
sian opposition to major American 
policies or of Russian propaganda 
attacks on the United States.

standing its size and complexity, 
obeys a certain number of simple 
laws, but strong and 
decisive 


ones.".

• Burglar Alarm 


Installing a 
complete burglar 


alarm system in a home is a job 
for professionals. 
But any man 


can install an effective warning 
bell on the one window or door 
most likely to provide easy en- 
trance for housebreakers. 


Contrary 
to popular 
opinion, 


• burglar alarms do not utilize a 


home's usual source of electricity. 
d Alarms, regardless of the number 


of entrances they protect, almost 
1 invariably operate 
on 
"canned 


' electricity" supplied by dry bat^ 


teries. 


This is because a. home's com- 


mercial electrical supply system 
can be too easily disconnected from 
the outside, rendering an alarm 
connected to it useless. 


Material* Needed 


The firm's home service depart- 


'4 ment leports a simple alarm can 


be created by using a six-volt dry 
battery, two lengths of number 16 
insulated copper wire, a door bell, 
a push button switch of the type 
found on automobile and refrigera- 
tor doors and a shut off switch. 


A shut off switch is necessary to 


turn off the alarm during daytime 
hours and other periods when a 
piotected window or door is likely 
to he in frequent use. 


£ 
To connect the alarm, attach the 


copper wires to the terminals of 
the batteiy and bell. When the four 
connections are made, the bell 
should ring. If it doesn't, one of 
the materials is defective. 


After making sure the beU rings, 


disconnect the two wires attached 
to it. Connect them to the push 
button switch. Then connect the 
bell and shut off switch at points 
on the wires between the button 


• and battery. 


Hide Alarm Button 


The r.cxt step is placing the push 


button on a door or window. On 
a door, it is fitted into the door 
jamb on the hinge side of the door. 
When the door is opened, the de- 
pressed button is released ana 
sets off the alarm. 


On a window, the push button is 


recessed into the window frame, 
so that when the window is raised 
6 the button pops out and sounds the 


alarm. 


Because the push button will be 


visible when the alarm is set off, 
camouflage it by painting all visi- 
ble parts the same color as the 
door jamb or window frame. 


Likewise, conceal all wires as 


thoroughly as possible, and place 
the battery and shut off switch 
well away from the protected door 
or window.

These decorative, yet highly 


practical valances with their 
flourscent lights concealed inside 
provide a pleasing way of sup- 
plying general lighting through- 
out a room. In addition to general 
or backgiound lighting which is 
so important to visual comfoit, 
lighted valances create an illus- 
ion of space in small rooms and 
bring out the color and beauty of 
drapery frabncs and walls. 


Although lighted valances are 


a new trend in home lighting to- 
day, many a household handy- 
man has already fashioned his 
own in his basement workshop. 
As shown in the living and din- 
ing rooms above, valances can 
blend with modern decorating or 
with moie traditional rooms. 


For smoothest lighting results 


there should not be less than ten 
inches between the top of the 
valance and ceiling. If distance 
must be less than ten inches 
fashion the valances so that they 
are closed at the top. This will 
eliminate a harsh line of light 
which can be distracting when 
too near the ceiling. 


Ways to Simplify Housework 


The average American house- 


wife spends 70 hours weekly at 
housework, says a recent college 
survey. Here are a few minute- 
saver suggestions that will lighten 
household chores: 


1. Install window air filters 01 


air-conditioning in your home, to 
eliminate outside du&t, soot and 
pollen and cut down on dusting, 
sweeping and vacuuming. 


2. Wax wooden surfaces such as 


tables, chairs, door-frames, win- 
dow-sills and cupboard doors. Oc- 
casional wiping will then keep 
these clean. 


3. Use detergents for washing 


dishes, glassware, and clothing. 
The chemical action 
does the 


work, eliminating physical effort. 


4. Use stove-to-table and refng- 


erator-to-table utensils, allowing 
food to be served in the same con- 
tainer in which it was cooked. Cuts 
down on the number of plates, pots 
and pans used for a meal. 


5. Use a water-softener in bath- 


water, to avoid bathtub ring and 
other stains. Rinsing cleans the 
tub. 


6. Use floor covering which does 


not originate dust, is impervious 
to spillage, moisture, alkaloids. 


7. Use plastic table tops. They 


clean easily and cut down the use 
of tablecloths. 


8. Keep kitchen tools and pots 


in sight. Hang them on wall, hooks 
or lacks within easy reach near 
wheie you use them. 


9. Paint your walls. They are 


easier to clean, and last longer. 


10. Get the family to help you by 


oigamzing the work. If everyone 
puts back in place what they take 
out of order, places soiled clothes 
in the hamper instead of leaving 
them on chair or floor, helps re- 
move and wash the dishes after 
each meal, the home-maker's work 
will be i educed 20 per cent. 


Window Screens 
Need Attention 
With Paint Job 


A standard spring chore for most 


householders is to repair, paint 
.and install 
window and door 


screens. 
" Simplest way to remove the win- 
ter's accumulation of dirt and 
grease from the mesh is to brush 
thoroughly with kerosene. When 
it evaporates, the loosened dirt 
can be washed out with the gar- 
den hose. 


While copper and brass do not 


ruht. these screens have a 
ten- 


dency to 
discolor 
light-colored 


trim and walls as lain drips from 
them. To prevent this, coat the 
mesh with thin varnish. Wipe the 
varnish on with a cloth or piece 
of old carpet, so that the mesh 
will not clog. Iron-wire screening 
should be protected 
with 
high- 


grade screen enamel, applied in 
the same manner. 


If frames are weakened at the 


coineis. they can be repaired with 
lignt-anglcd metal brackets firm- 
ly fastened with screws.

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Americans Need To Be Alert 
to Methods of Reds in U. S. 


' Enterprising groups interested in keeping America 


alert to danger might do the country a service by preparing 
a sort of five-foot shelf of books and other materials which 
expose how Communists really operate. 
There has been an extraordinary growth in the last year 


or so in the documentary evidences of Communist activity. 
Fortunately a high proportion of it appears wholly reliable. 


Some prime examples are Whittaker Chambers' autobio- 


graphy, "Witness," Herbert'Philbrick's story of his double 
life as Communist party member and FBI agent, and the 
current series in the Saturday Evening Post on the espionage 
activities of Klaus Fuchs, German-born British atomic sci- 
entist who gave the Russians the atom bomb. 


No catalog of first-rate materials in this field would be 


quite complete without a copy of the new American film, 
"Walk East on Beacon," which presents in an unadorned, 
straightforward manner not only Communist methods but 
FBI techniques in tracking down Red spies in an actual case. 
* • » 


If thinking Americans could take advantage of all these 


materials, they would be in a far better position to judge 
the nature and extent of the Communist threat within our 
borders.

They would be clear on one important fundamental which 


now is clouded in confusion. That is that the spy and the 
policy-influencer are seldom—if ever—the same. All the 
things which a man has to do to influence policy, openly 
advocating pro-Soviet views, sabotaging American attitudes, 
are calculated to arouse suspicion of him. The good spy is 
in the business of not arousing suspicion. 


Klaus Fuchs is a perfect example. He was a Communist, 


with definite convictions. At first he kept the fact quiet in 
his adopted Britain because he saw it as a handicap to his 
developing career as a scientist. But once he began spying 
for Russia, he had a better reason. 
* * *

Fuchs became almost a model for a scientist working on 


a secret wartime project. He not only did nothing to stir 
suspicion. He aligned himself—not too ostentatiously—with 
those who were "tough about security." He usually spoke 
against releasing classified information to the public. 


This pose helped make him a perfect "sleeper"—a spy 


whose habits are so circumspect that he virtually never 
draws attention. A spy net functions best with a host of 
sleepers. Alger Hiss was one. 


That's why character testimonials in the Hiss trial and 


similar proceedings are really beside the point. Of course 
the spy can produce men to attest to his character. He would 
not be a spy if he could not. If he went around arousing every- 
body's suspicion, spouting Soviet propaganda and the like, 
his usefulness to a potential enemy would be zero. 


The policy-influencer has his role, too, but it is a distinct 


one. 
Those who see the two roles as interchangeable are 


simply ill-informed about Communist methods. They need 
to read the five-foot shelf of documentary materials. They 
do not know the enemy—or where he might be found. 
Americans Owe a Debt to John Dewey 


Many more Americans than realize it owe a debt to John 


Dewey, who died the other day at 92. 


John Dewey was a philosopher, and most of us think of 


" such a man as one lost in the upper reaches of thought. But 
he was a very practical sort of philosopher. He is rightly 
called the father of progressive education, meaning he fa- 
vored a sensible liberalizing of educational practices. He also 
contributed much to the general development of liberal 
thought in the whole range of our affairs. 
* * * 


Best of all, he devised a way of looking at life which fo- 


cused primarily on the solution of our practical problems. He 
believed ideals and all other theoretical constructions were 
useful only as they applied practically to our living. In this 
way he sought to make philosophy a thing of meaning to 
everyone.

Active Interest Should Be 
Renewed During Menopause 


BY EWDIN V. JOBDAN, M. D. 


The change of life, or meno- 


pause, usually begins about the 
age of 45 and takes several years 
before the adjustment is complete. 
Most women pass through it with- 
out either physical or mental dis- 
turbances of any serious nature. 


The menopause is more than the 


ending of one physiological func- 
tion. Actually, it represents the 
development of a new balance be- 
tween the various internal glands 
which is caused by gradual slow- 
ing down of the functions of the 
ovaries. 


The most obvious reflection of 


these changes is the cessation of 
the menses and the impossibility 
of further reproduction. Neither 
of these need produce any con- 
cern in the great majority of wo- 
men. Nature has provided these 
changes for reasons which seem 
desirable both for the individual 
woman and for mankind as a 
whole. 


Many women arc1 greatly con- 


cerned about the possibilities for 
conception during the latter stages 
of the menopause. It is indeed 
difficult to tell exactly when con- 
ception is no longer possible, and 
many pregnancies have occurred 
up to 52 or even 55 years of age. 


It has, however, been stated, 


that there is comparatively little 


chance of conceiving when a year 
or more has passed since the last 
period. 


When symptoms do develop, the 


most common are hot flashes, ab- 
normal menses, a tendency to me- 
lancholy, putting on weight, head- 
aches and sleeplessness. Glandu- 
lar products are now available 
which can be given by injection 
or by mouth whicn will help most 
of those 
whose symptoms 
are 


severe enough. 


They act by supplying some of 


the internal secretion which the 
patient's own glands fail to supply. 
The possibility of adjusting the 
size df the dose to the need is par- 
ticularly helpful.

If you award a bonus for this 


skillful cutting, the bonus is 100 
points. Some players allow only 
50 points; but in most localities it 
is felt that a player clever enough 
to leave exactly 45 cards from a 
pack of 108'cards is entitled to 
nothing less than 100 points. 


A hand begins as soon as the 


cards are cut, and it doesn't end 
until somebody melds out or until 
the stock is exhausted and nobody 
can act. 
No bonus is written 


down until the hand ends, so the 
game likewise cannot end until the 
hand docs. 


If you award a bonus for cut- 


ting the cards, that bonus is writ- 
ten down at the end of the hand- 
just like any other bonus.

Strawberry Preserving Season 
With strawberry harvest soon be- 


ginning, it's time to give careful 
thought to freezing this fine fruit 
for 
those out-of-season months. 


St'Awberries contribute lots of Vit- 
amin C tc the diet. 


Prepare them either 
whole, 


sliced, or crushed however your 
family likes them, and depending 
on how you'll use them. 


If frozen whole, berries are best 


frozen in a 40% sugar sirup. This 
is one cup of sugar dissolved in 
one and one-fourth cups of water. 
Stir the mixture vigorously in or- 
der to dissolve all the sugar, then 
pour over the berries in the con- 


Engaged 


You'll get a 
better flavored 


product from crushed or sliced 
strawberries by using dry sugar. 
Use one cup of sugar to five cups 
of berries. If you happen to like 
sweeter 
berries, 
increase 
the 


amount of sugar a little. Mix ber- 
ries before packaging. 


Wash berries in 40 degree water. 


Wash only a few at a time. They 
are easily water-soaked. 
A col- 


aiKer is a 
fine utensil to use. 


Sort berries and place in colander 
which is placed in a 
container 


filled with sufficient water to cov- 
er the berries. Gently shake the 
berries. 
Lift from water; drain 


and remove caps. 


Place fruit on tray covered with 


several thicknesses of 
absorbent 


toweling. It is a good idea to 
place berries in refrigerator 
to 


drain or cool especially if you are 
waking with large quantities.

own" music. Much of it cannot 
be found written anywhere. 


Herb Growing 


A great deal of interest and 


pleasure can be derived by the 
person who plants a few well 
chosen herbs for the first time. 
Not only can it be fun to watch 
the herb's growth, but to learn 
how to use herbs in seasoning can 
aJjp be interesting. 


Herbs can provide ornamental 


interest, as a border, or in more 
formal herb garden style. Only a 
few plants are 
needed. Herbs 


grow on any soil much as vege- 
tables. 
The colonial garden al- 


ways had its herb garden handy 
to the kilrhen. 


For the beginner in herb grow- 


ing, six types are generally sug- 
gested. They are rosemary, sweet 


basil, chervil, sweet 
marjoram, 


thyme, and tarragon. Others often 
suggested are 
chives, parsley, 


summer savory, and sage. 


Seeds and plant stocks are avail- 


able from' seedhouses and green- 
houses. I was happy to see them 
at the Garrisons' and am growing 
three types this year myself, as 
an experiment. 


Herbs need to be cooked with a 


light hand. 
Never 
emphasize 


more than one flavor. Blends 
should be so subtle that only an 
expert would know what herbs are 
being used. 


The leaves of 
fresh 
herbs 


should be cut fine. The more cut 
surface exposed the more flavor. 
Dried herbs are three to 
four 


times stronger than fresh herbs. 


One of the best ways to draw 


out herb flavor is to blend or heat 
with butter, margarine, or other 
cooking fat. Salad oil should be 
tepid rather than chilled if you 
wish to absorb herb flavors for 
French dressing. 


Herb Butter • 


One of the best ways for begin- 


ners to learn to use the different 
herbs is by using herb butters. 
Fresh, unsalted butler is especi- 
ally satisfactory because it read- 
ily absorbs delicate herb flavors. 
Salted butter, margarine, 
pork 


drippings and rendered chicken 
fat can also be used. 


Cut-fresh herbs fine, and blend 


with butter. Proportions are one 
well-packed, level tablespoon of 
herbs or one-half teaspoon of 
dried herbs to two ounces of but- 
ter. Dried herbs may be allowed 
to stand for a few minutes in a 
little lemon juice before mixing 
with butter. 


Herb butter can be made up and 


stored in tightly covered jars in 
the refrigerator. It is tasty if 
herb butter contains a dash of 
lemon juice, if it is to be used 
for making sandwiches, or if it is 
to be spread on broiled or fried 
meats or fish. 


Herb butter may be used with 


boiled, poached or scrambled eggs.

Try Dolling Up 
Those Gunstocks 


By WARREN PAGE 
SEA Shooting Editor 


Behind the back door of nearly 


every farmhouse—and many city 
apaitments—there stands a 
rifle 


or shotgun. Most of these weap- 
ons are so beat up, their stock's so 
badly battered, that their owners 
wouldn't dare take 'em out into 
polite society. That shouldn't be, 
because even a plain piece of wal- 
nut can be made handsome with 
a good finish; and a 
refmishing 


job is easy. 


After you've taken 
the 
uun 


dmui, so that tio metal parts ant 
lelt with the wood, what's left 
of the original finish, be it var- 
nish or lacquer, can be stripped 
off with 
varnish 
remover. 
If 


that isn't handy, use 3/o steel 
wool, then sandpaper graded in 
fineness as you get down to the 
wood, and plenty of honest elbow 
grease. Rub the stock smooth, 
until it has a hard glassy sur- 
face.

If the old stock is dentod a bit, 


some of the dents can be steamed 
out quite 
handily. Your 
wife's 


steam iron and a wet cloth will 
bring up all but the worst hollows. 
Or, use a hot iron driving its heat 


through a rag dampened with 
warm water. Sand the gun over 
lightly again when it's dry. Look 
better? 
• 


Th«> next stop Is to raise any 


soft sections In the grain. Slosh 
the wood with hot water. • Ser 
those little whiskers come up? 
Cut them off with fine sandpa- 
per, and repeat the process un- 
til there's no xemblancc of five 
o'clock shadow when the wood Is 
dry. 
Professional 
stockmakors 


singe off these whiskers over a 
flnmc, but unless the amateur 
wants to risk burning his butt- 
stock, this is not for him. 
If • that beautiful hunk of wal- 


nut had a commercial finish on it 
in good shape before you got at 
it with the sandpaper, 
and you 


used any remover sparingly, the 
chances are that it will not need 
any filler. If the wood is old and 
clearly shows empty pores, then 
either use a commercial filler or 
a half-and-half mixture of bar-top 
varnish and linseed put on spar- 
ingly and sanded clean 
to 
the 


wood between coats. Now you're 
ready for the final finish. 
* * * 


Any one of the many stock fin- 


ishes on the market will do a very 
handsome and durable job if you 
do your part by following direc- 
tions carefully. Remember 
that 


the secret of any gunstock finish 
is to build up the 
finish 
in the 


wood rather than on it." All of 
them give best results when used 
as several thin coats with a lot of 
rubbing in between. 


Now a word about linseed oil, 


a much misunderstood kind of 
wood finisher. 
Raw linseed is 


loaded with non-drying elements 
called "fools." Pul on a big dose 
of raw linseed and your stock 
«ill never dry 
completely—the 


finish will be gummy forever, 
darker than you want. 
Boiled 


linseed, which is not necessarily 
boiled at all. has driers added. 
These act like turpentine does 
In paint.

There aie some refined linseeds 


being advertised which have had 
the "foots" removed, without the 
drying adulterants added. These 
are tophole. On your 
properly 


prepared 
stock 
rub—with 
your 


hands—a thin coat. Let 
it 
dry 


overnight. 
Repeat 
before you 


leave for work in the 
morning. 


Repeat again that evening. Thin 
coats. Don't slobber if on. 


Use three or four coats, and 


after each, rub the oily wood 
with the palm of your hand un- 
til your flesh threatens to blis- 
ter. That will he enough for a 
durable finish, one that you can 
look into and nee the- handsome 
grain of that rejuvenated gun 
utock.

Walter Sprague, a government 


auditor in Detroit, testified Petzer 
had left the note for him in a ho- 
tel room they shared.

time Sprague was trying to help 
the government recover $25,000 in 
alleged overcharges 
by the Ad- 


vance Plating Co. of Detroit. 


Petzer's letter, Sprague told the 


subcommittee, said Bernard 
M. 


Bauer, president of the Detroit 
firm, had 
just 
conferred with 


Boyle and McGrath in Bauer's 
suite here and that Petzer had an 
appointment the next day with Mc- 
Grath, who was then attorney gen- 
eral. 


Bauer testified yesterday he had 


never seen McGrath or Boyle while 
he was in Washington. Then Pet- 
zer took the witness chair to say 
that what he wrote about the two 
men was not true and that he 
never had an appointment with 
McGrath, as stated in the note. 


Petzer was not asked by the 


subcommittee why he wrote the 
note. But Daniel G. Kennedy, as- 
sociate counsel for the subcommit- 
tee, told reporters 
Petzer may 


have wanted to impress Sprague. 


Rep. Chelf (D-Ky), chairman of 


the subcommittee, told newsmen 
he was "very distressed" by the 
turn of yesterday's hearing. 


The subcommittee hearing was 


aimed at discovering how the Jus- 
tice department has handled pros- 
ecutions in various war contract 
cases.

Goes to House 


WASHINGTON—(AP)—The Sen- 


ate has approved an appropriation 
of over lj/z billion dollars for gov- 
ernment farm 
programs in the 


year starting July 1. 


The Senate 
shouted the 
bill 


through on a voice vote last night. 


The bill went back to the House 


which has approved appropriations 
115 millions under the Senate fig- 
ure. The Senate bill was 90 million 
dollars below President Truman's 
budget requests. 


Biggest battle of the 6^-hour 


session came over an unsuccessful 
effort by Sen. Anderson (D-NM), 
former secretary of agriculture, to 
trim 100 millions off payments to 
farmers cooperating in soil con- 
servation programs. He had the 
backing of Sen. Douglas (O-I11). 


This would not have cut spend- 


ing during the coming fiscal year 
but would have reduced farmer 
payments for the following year. 


Because farmers and the agri- 


culture department must make 
plans ahead of a new crop year, 
Congress puts a limit on these pay- 
ments nearly two years ahead. 


The House has approved 250 mil- 


lions for these future payments. 
Anderson and Douglas sought to 
trim this to 150 millions. 


Sen. Russell (D-GA), a candidate 


for the Democratic 
presidential 


nomination and veteran floor man- 
ager for the farm bill, vigorously 
opposed the future reduction. 


Anderson said two of the largest 


national farm organizations, the 
Farm Bureau and National Grange, 
had urged these payment reduct- 
ions. 


"This is not a subsidy but an in- 


vestment in the future." Russell 
said, noting that the payments al- 
ready had been cut in half.

sergeant and a man who dressed 
like a woman and posed as the

$2.000 in dependency allotments. 


The strange case came to lignt 


after the "wife," George Molino 
Sanchez, 27, was arrested at Cor- 
pus Christi, Tex., on a morals 
charge, FBI Agent George C. Bur- 
ton said. 


Staff Sgt. Ronald M. Carpenter, 


27, accused of being the "hus- 
band," was arrested at Travis 
air force base, Fairfield, Calif., 
Burton said. 


Sanchez collected more than $2,- 


000 as "Mrs. Carpenter" and split 
the proceeds with Carpenter, the 
FBI said. 


Two charges were filed against 


both Carpenter and Sanchez with 
U. S. Commissioner Joseph Neff. 
Each man is charged with getting 
dependency allotments from the 


Air Force fraudulently, and each is 
charged with conspiracy. 


Bureon said their scheme work- 


ed this way: 


Sanchez, wearing long, shoulder- 


length hair and dressing attractive- 
ly as a woman, met Carpenter in 
Denver. They obtained a marr:ag<- 
license in August. 1948, but no cere- 
mony was performed. 


Carpenter said 'they lived to- 


gether for a week before he leain- 
ed Sanchez was a man. Carpenter 
authorized the air force in Novem- 
ber, 1950, to send monthly allot- 
ment checks of $127.50 to "Mrs 
Eleana 
Carpenter." 
whom 
he 


designated as his legal wife. 


Sanchez posed as "Mrs. Carpen- 


ter" and collected at 
least 18 


checks under that name. 


Burton said it was several days 


after Sanchez' arrest at Corpus 
Christi before officers learned he 
was not a woman. He had beer 
locked up in a woman's cell.
